However, in Ottawa the Football Stingers 
had their three game unbeaten streak ended in a 31-20 loss to the Carleton 
Ravens.

After spotting the Ravens a 10-0 first quarter lead Concordia roared back 
to score 17 unanswered points and take a 7 point lead into the dressing room 
at half time. Joe D'Elia clicked on a ten yard pass from Joe Cerino and 
David Malats kicked a 22 yard field goal to tie the game before the 2nd quarter 
was 5 minutes old. Then the defense came up big once again as Claude Courchense 
scooped up a fumble and raced in from 20 yards away to put Concordia ahead. 


The second half saw the Ravens regain their first quarter composure and 
with tte the lead. All the Concordia offense could muster in the final 30 
minutes was a 41 yard field goal from Malats while the Ravens rolled for three 
majors. 


The loss ended the Stingers hopes of finishing in second place. The team 
now must play the Bishop's Gaiters next Saturday in Lennoxville needing a victory 
to regain third spot. Bishop's is coming off a 36-0 whitewash of McGill and now 
has a record of 3-3-0 with one game to play.
